In the governor's opin­ 
ion the promoters of the general Ches­ 
apeake & Ohio scheme laid themselves 
liable to prosecution by the state when 
they issued ;ue mortgage io the Mer­ 
cantile Trust company of New York. 
Under the terms of the mortgage, the 
governor said, nothing was said about 
the amount of money the trust com­ 
pany was to turn over to the directors 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio company of 
Indiana, which appeared fraudulent, 
he said, on the face of the transaction. 
“ The*^ is nothing," he said, “to pre­ 
vent an instance of high finance in 
connection with the entire affair— 
nothing to prevent the widows and or­ 
phans of New England from being 
loaded down with Chesapeake & Ohio 
of Indiana bonds and securities; noth­ 
ing to prevent the road being used as 
a mere blind for inducing Innocent 
purchasers to invest, and nothing to 
prevent the road from being thrown 
into the hands of a receiver, incum­ 
bered with a $40,000,000 mortgage and 
with all the milk gone. sold, a s a piece 
of junk.

ed “ Jackpot," but Gives Notice That 


This Does Not Create Precedent for 


Other Witnesses in the Case. 


Chicago, Sept. 27.— The testimony of 
Charles A. W h ite regarding the "jac*- 
pot" payments made in St. Louis was 
admitted at the hearing of the Lori- 
mer case. 
In making this ruling, how­ 
ever, the members of the investigating 
committee made it clear that they 
were not creating a precedent for oth­ 
er witnesses, and. in fact. W h ite’s tes­ 
timony in this respect might be strick­ 
en out later. 
The committee had spent twenty 
minutes in executive session follow­ 
ing an hour of argument by Attorneys 
Austran and Hanecy, and when the 
j members emerged from their room 
W hite was recalled to the stand and 
the question which had stopped the 
progress of the meeting was read. 
It 
was: 
“ State what took place in St. 
Louis,” and oj>ened the way for the 
bathroom story. 
“ W hat do you intend to prove by 
this question?" was the query of Chair­ 
man Burrows to Mr. Austran. 
“ I expect the witness tp say that he 
was paid $900,” was the reply. 
“ W e will allow this testimony to be 
gone into in the case of this witness," 
said the chairman. 
“ The committee, 
however, desires it to be understood 
I 
that this is not a precedent for other 
testimony of this kind and that later, 
as it seems wise, the evidence may be 
stricken out.” 
The opening argument was made by 
Attorney Austran, who^, went * back to 
the trial of Senator Clark of Montana 
by the senate when his membership 
was challenged, as furnishing a prece­ 
dent for the admission of the “ jack- • 
pot“ evidence. 
W h ere it is necessary to establish a i 
condition of general corruption, 
he 
said, it is pertinent to bring In other 
m atter than 
at directly concerned in 
the charges being considered by the 
committee, on the principle that men 
who are dealing system atically in brib­ 
ery are more likely to accept a bribe 
for any one act. 
Attorney Austran declared be knew 
of no members of the legislature who 
came into direct relationship with Sen­ 
ator Ixtrimer at the time of the sena­ 
torial deadlock except Link and Luke. 
Therefore, he held it was necessary 
to showr that the men who received 
money for casting their votes for Lor- 
Im er also shared 
in the “ jackpot." 
Attorney Hanecy held that the trial 
should he carried along on the Lorim er 
vote alone and that the introductiorf 
of the “ jackpot" was not permissible. 
He practically gave notice to the com­ 
mittee that Governor Deneen would 
be called as a witness, adding that the 
governor was one of the first to sug­ 
gest t£ e election of Lorim er to the 
senate.
